New  branch:  EMCC

Cosmetology: 

Hands-on  training  prepares  students 
to  care  for  hair,  nails,  and  skin  with 
emphasis  on  hygiene,  sanitation,  and 
salon  management.  This  is  a  three- 
semester  curriculum  leading  to  a 
vocational  certificate.  Graduates  are 
qualified  to  take  the  Mississippi  State 
Board  of  Cosmetology  certification 
examination.

The  one-year  program  is  two  semesters 
in  length  and  prepares  graduates  for 
employment  in  residential,  commercial, 
and  industrial  electricity  settings. 
Graduates  of  the  program  will  possess  the 
knowledge  and  skills  necessary  to  plan, 
install,  maintain,  and  troubleshoot  various 
electrical  systems.  Students  will  study 
such  topics  as  blueprint  reading, 
residential/commercial/industrial  wiring, 
job  cost  estimation,  electrical  power,  and 
programmable  logic  controllers.

Electronics  Technology: 

Electronics  Engineering  Technology 
provides  a  broad  knowledge  of  electronics 
and  is  designed  to  prepare  graduates  for 
employment  in  all  areas  of  electronics. 

The  program  offers  coverage  of 
electronic  studies,  including  analog 
electronics,  digital  electronics,  electronic 
communications,  microprocessors,  fiber 
optics,  and  industrial  electronics. 

The  electronics  laboratories  are 
equipped  with  modern  test  equipment, 
components,  and  training  devices  which 
enhance  the  development  of  technical 
skills  necessary  for  the  workforce  of  the 
future.  Laboratory  exercises  provide 
students  with  practical  hands-on 
experience.

Paramedic:
